SELDOM AIMED AT
FORMER OWNERS

Armies Do Not Use Shells
of Same Size, and Guns
May Be Rendered Useless
Before Retreat.

LONDON, Oct 12

Up to dats the allisd armies In France
and Balglum have saptured about 20
placen of fleld artillery and ssveral héavy
mloges guns from the Germhans. The ques.
tlon arizses, what will they do with them
and with the captured?

AL first sight,”" n war expert sald, “'one
would think that the captured guns would
be immediately turned upon the ensamy
from whom they wara taken, but In
actual practles thie can eeldom be donea
To bagin with, they are generally thrown
out of gear before belng abandoned.
This I¥ & simple matter, the modemrn
aquivalent of ‘splking the guna' can be
done In & moment. All that |a neceasary
Is to damage the breach block so that it
will not eloge ftomn the gun.

“Or, agaln, seeing that the correct rang-
ing of o gun Is dependent upon its sight
setting, simply to break the sight would
be sufMiclent to render the gun umseless.
One may be sure that In virtuslly every
case of capture from the Germans, one
or the other of thess things has been
done.

Apart from this is the question of Inter-
changeabllity of ammunition. There s
generally a differcnce of a few milll-
metres In the callbre of French, English
and German guns, and this of ltself
would render guns taken by one army

from the other of no use to the victors,

“It may ba taken as certaln that unless
a gun Is captured Intact with a supply of
ita own ammunition |t would be of littls
use to its captors. The main advantage,
therefore, in capturing gune from the Ger-
mans Is to deprive them of thelr use and
reduce thelr fighting power,

“Another viewpolnt In the sentimental
ons, Loss of guns I8 always of bad
moral effect, lke losing colors. If guns
are not retnken they are useful for cast-
Ing medals for distribution to the troops
after war g over. The Kalser already
has distributed 3500 Iron Crosses among
his soldiers, which would require more
guns than the Germans have taken from
the allies,”
